THE INDIAN SCHOOLS.

Superintendent Illtoy dives an Enconr-ngln- c

Account of Their Condition.
From tbo annual report of Johnl). Klley,

superintendent ot Indian schools, which
was filed with tho Secretary ot tho Interior
yesterday, it appears that tho aggregate,
expcndlturo by tbo government for tho
education of Indian children during the
year was $1,003,370. Tbo amount expended
on account of tho government hoarding
schools was $710,833. The sum of $303,200
was paid for the support and education of
pupils at contract boarding schools, most
ot which are under control of religious de
nominations, Tho day schools maintained
by the government cost $57,303, and $0,817
was paid for tha education of pupils at con-

tract day schools.
Tho sum ot $40,311 was expended In tho

erection and repair of school buildings and
$20,735 was expended from special appro-
priations for school buildings and purcniso
of land for school purposes. Thcro was
expended In tho pnrchaso ot stock for the
schools about$3,rj00, and about $24,000 was
expended In tho transportation ot pupils,

The wholo number of Indian children
between tha ages ot I) and 10 year Is 33,831;
or ibis number h.imj, or nooutu7j por cent.,
attended school soruo portion of tho yoir.
The proportion of children attcndlngschool
varies widely at different ogonclcs. At sev-

eral agencies nearly all tho children ot
school ago attend, while at others less than
1 per cent, nro at school.

What n Virginia Aristocrat Bays.
EniTOit National IIepudlioan i I re-

cently asked an old gentleman ot prom-
inence In the Democratic party, and of ex-
